Parish Council Meeting held on 14th March 


Bar Hill Representative on Rural District Council. Bar Hill will continue to be 
represented at the RDC by Mr. Hawkes of Dry Drayton until re-organisation brings 


the new District Councils into being when the Village could well be represented. 


Street names. No alternative suggestions were received by the Council. Certain 
amendments and deletions to the Approved List were made and the Clerk was asked to 
inform the RD» and the Developers of these suggested changes. 


Village Green. The Developers have agreed to the ploughing of the area in advance 
of the conveyance of the land. The conveyance was being held up awaiting the new 
Village plan asked for by the County Planning Department which was considering 
raising the population limit to 5000. 


Planning Application by Little Chef to alter the Car Park and Cafe at Lolworth & 
Service Station was agreed to. 





The next meeting of the Parish Council will be in the School at 8.00 p.m. on 
Tuesday, 18th April.

Park path. The path across the Park connecting with the industrial development has 
now been started: better late than never! 
Village Fete and leisure Fair. At a meeting with interested parties representing 
Village organisations it was suggested that this event be staged on either Bank 
@ Holiday Monday, 28th August; or on Saturday, 2nd September. ‘The horticultural 
Society will be holding their Flower Show, and other suggested items were: a 
"dough-in"' by the Playgroup, Driving tests by the Motoring Club, an evening Disco- 
Dance by the Residents Association; and also Fancy Dress Competition, Children's 
Sports, Novelty Races and 5-a-side Football. Each Village organisation would be 
invited to take part, but be allowed to "do its own thing" and keep the profits, 
if any. The events will be co-ordinated by « special committee, who will also 
arrange for general essential services such as advertising, car parking, etc. The 
Chairman is Richard Dupont, 19 Otter Close. So, if you have any jdeas or suggestions, 
please let him know. More details will be given later. 
Hanover Housing. On 7th March the Residents Association arranged a meeting with 
Mr. Keith Lomax, Management Officer of the Hanover Housing Association, who in his 
talk gave us the following details: 
Eligibility. With rare exceptions, applications are considered from people who 
have reached retirement age, are not in full time employment, and are able to lead 
fully independent lives. An elderly parent living alone can sometimes be moved 
nearer to younger members of the family, or an owner-occupier whose home becomes 
too great a burden but who is not eli ‘ible for re-housing by a local council; 
preference is usually given to local residents, or to those with local connections. 
Kind of housing. Most of the Hanover "schemes" comprise groups of 20-30 flats 
and/or bungalows, each completely self-contained with living room, bedroom, kitchen 
and bathroom, and equipped with a modern heatin: system. Services. A resident 
warden is present (often husband and wife 2re jointly appointed), to deal with 
administrative problesm and organise nelp in an emergency; they do not undertake 
nursing or domestic work, but can advise on obtaining such help; there is an 
alarm sustem for use in real emergencies. Dining facilities. None. Rents. 
Average range: £15 - 26 per calendar month, ‘Yenants are responsible for their 
own rates (usually + £1 per week) and for clectricity and gas. When circumstances 
justify it, the Dept. of Health and Sori. Security will grant rent allowances 
or supplementary pensions: full details from the Dept. (address available from GPO).

Purchase of Leases: a Residents Association Luiquiry 


Enquiries have been made concerning the suggestion that the Developers, because of 
their intention to set up the Village T.ust, were trying to prevent residents being 
able to buy the freehold of their property. 
It was discovered that there was no truth in the rumour, but an investigation of the 
allegation showed how the misunderstanding came al<:ut. Under the Leaschold Reform 
Act 1967, Section 19 provides a means whereby, for the general benefit of an estate, 
unified estate management could be continued after the frecholds of houses were 
acquired under the Act. an estate management scheme necds the approval of the 
High Court before it becomes law. Such a scheme has already been submitted to the 
Court by bar Hill Developer nts Ltd. If the Management scheme submitted to the 
High Court is approved, any purchase of the freehold of a property in the Village 
will be subject to the terms of the scheme. This may provide for: @ 
a) the carrying out of work to maintain or improve the appearance of the estate 
b) the imposition of restrictions on things that may be done to pemises in the 
estate c) the frecholders to make contributions to the management authority's cost, 
Lhe Residents Association are at present investigating how they can best make rep- 
resentations to the High Court to ensure that the residents of Bar Hill are 
sufficiently consulted and adequately represented on the Village Trust when it is 
eventually set up. 





Trees. All trees in the Villege are protected by a Preservation Order, and we have 
recently leurned that some horse chestnuts in the Drift have been cut down; we have 
advised the County Trees and ‘loodlands Dept., who will take the necessary action. 
The two elm trees in Acorn Avenue are inspected regularly by the Dept., and at 
present show no sign of contamination by the recent outbreak of Dutch Elm disease. 


Bar Hill "'Bug''. We have hec:d rumours of an "unidentified bug‘' resident in the 
Village which is causing concern to local doctors; we have written to the Medical 
Officer for Health for further information.
